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U.SS. Colorado | 
Soon to Go 
Into Commission 





Most Powerful Battleship 
Afloat 


HE U.S. battleship Colorado, the 

mightiest vessel of her class afloat, 

is rapidly nearing completion at 
New York Shipbuilding Co.’s yards, Cam- 
den, N.J. She will be delivered to the 
Navy at Philadelphia Sept. 1. The Colo- 
rado, which will be in command of Capt. 
Reginald R. Belknap, is electrically equip- 
ped and propelled and in gun power, ra- 
pidity of action, facility of control and 
thoroughness of protection surpasses all 
other capital vessels. Her main battery 
consists of eight 16-inch guns, which are 
the most powerful of naval weapons. Her 
electrical drive permits the use of her full 
power for both forward and reverse oper- 
ation, thus providing the highest degree 
of maneuvering power, and her system of 
protective belts, decks and water-tight 
compartments is especially designed to re- 
sist airplane and submarine attack. 

The Colorado is 624 feet long, displaces 
32,600 tons and has a speed of 21 knots. 
She burns oil and her two 15,000 horse- 
power Westinghouse steam turbines sup- 
ply electric current to four 8,000 horse- 
power Westinghouse motors, which drive 
her propellers. 

Her gun sighting and fire control sys- 
tems have many unique features which en- 
able her to fire more quickly and accurate- 
ly than any enemy vessel. She will go 
inté eo in the early fall and will 
be by 1,408 officers and men and 
will diately start on a cruise around 
the wi before joining the Battle Fleet, 
_The’Colorado is the last battleship the 
United States will build for some years, 





in accordance with the recent interna- 
tional naval agreement. ‘The Colorado 
will leave Philadelphia about Sept. 15 and 
£0 to New York Navy Yard, where some 
additional apparatus will be _ installed 


prior to shake-down trip. Perhaps she 
may f@turn to the eastern coast for fur- 
ther attention before going on the cruise 
intended.

These aspects of international relations 
have always played, and will always play, 
such a basic part that they cannot be 
omitted from the composite of major fac- 
tors without preventing the real truth 
from being arrived at. Manifestly the 
military-naval element cannot be egmpre- 
hensively presented except by Army and 
Navy officers. The Institute of Politics 
requires the aid of such professions no 
less than other professions intimately re- 
lated to international affairs. The truth 
must comprise all factors. 

The value of the participation of Army 
and Navy officers in the Williamstown 
conferences does not lie merely in what 
they may contribute, but also in what 
they may receive. Armies and navies, in 
their essence, are instruments of politics. 
The officers of those services should ;not 
engage in politics, but there is every, rea- 
son for them to maintain an intergst in 
and a knowledge of politics, both domestic 
and foreign. Their professional actions 
should always harmonize with the politi- 
cal spirit of their country. A failure in 
this inevitably results in unjust suspicions 
by civilians of exaggerated militaristic ten- 
dences in their armed forces, and hence 
in unpreparedness. Political understand- 
ing on the part of the officers leads to a 
sane national attitude towards the Ser- 
vices and towards proper national defense.

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The Nation’s Week 
of Mourning 


INCE the Army AND Navy JOURNAL 

of last week went to press two events 
of great national aad international impor- 
tance occurred, when Warren Gamaliel 
Harding, the twenty-ninth President of the 
United States, died suddenly and without 
warning at San Francisco, Calif., Aug. 2, 
from a. stroke of apoplexy, and Calvin 
Coolidge, of Massachusetts, Vice President 
of the United States, automatically be- 
eame President. 


The death of President Harding caused. 


universal regret, and expressions of sor- 
row flooded the White House from all 
parts of the world and great tribute was 
paid to his memory. He was a man of 
sterling character, genial, kindly, and 
straightforward, a loyal American citizen, 
and was universally esteemed for his high 
qualities, His loss is a severe blow to 
the United States and the entire world. 
As Commafider-in-Chief of the Army and 
Navy, Mr. Harding, while a strong advo- 
cate of peace, was a believer ia prepared- 
ness, and favored adequate military and 
naval! forces. 

In the conveying of his body from San 
Francisco to Washington millions of 
mourners from all walks of life paid silent 
tribute and respect to their dead chief as 
the funeral train passed through cities, 
towns and villages and lonely places. The 
train was swamped with wreaths offered at 
stopping places. 

The usual honors were paid and memo- 
rial services were held at all military and 
naval posts and stations, and on ships, 
and full honors were paid. 

President Coolidge on Aug. 4 issued the 
following proclamation, declaring Friday, 
Aug. 10, a national day of mourning: 


By the President of the United States of America 
A PROCLAMATION ~ 
To the People of the United States 


In the inscrutable wisdom of Divine Provi- 
dence, Warren Gamaliel Harding, twenty-ninth 
President of the United States, has been taken 
from us. The nation has lost a wise and en- 
lightened statesman and the American people a 
true friend and counselor, whose whole public 
life was inspired with the desire to promote the 
best interests of the United States andthe wel- 
fare of ail its citizens. His private life was 
marked by gentleness and brotherly sympathy 
and by the charm of his personality he made 
friends of all who came in contact with him 

It is meet that the deep grief which fills the 
hearts of the American people shou'd find fitting 
expression. 

ow therefore, I, Calvin Coolidge, President 
of the United States of America, do appoint 
Friday next, Aug. 10, the day on which the 
body of the dead Presidenc will be laid in its 
last carthly resting place. as a day of mourning 
and prayer throughout the United States. I 
earnestly recommend the people to assemble on 
that day in their respective paces of Divine 
worship, there to bow down in submission to 
the will of Almighty God, and to pay out ot 
full heart the homage and love and reverence 
to the memory of the great and good Presi- 
dent whose death has so sorely smitten the 
nation. 

In witness, I have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the seal of the United States to be 
affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington, the fourth 
day of August, in the year of our rd, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-three, and 
of the Independence of the United States the 
ene hundred and forty-eighth.

The White House, Washington, Aug. 4, 1923. 


Gen. Pershing was on the Pacific coast 
when the announcement of the death of 
the President was made and he promptly 
joined the Presidential party. He was 
virtually put in command and journeyed 
across the continent with the cortege. He 
led the funeral procession from the White 
House up to the Capitol and accompanied 
the remains to-Marion, where the last rites 
were said. 

The Army and Navy furnished the escort 
for the cortege at San Francisco and paid 
homage to the dead Commander-in-Chief 
as the cortege passed through the different 
corps areas. All the corps area headquar- 
ters, as well as the War and Navy Depart- 
ments, were closed during the three days 
of official mourning. Of course, the funeral 
services at the national capital were the 
most impressive and the largest. 

Not only all the Regular Army and Navy 


officers on duty. at Washington attended 
the funeral and were in the procession, 
but retired and Reserve officers and ex- 
Service men participated in the ceremonies. 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, marched with the offi- 
cers, while Rear Adm. Marbury Johnson, 
U.S.N.,, had charge of the formation. The 
honorary libearers were Maj. * Geas. 
Robert L. Bullard, David C. Shanks, An- 
dré W. Brewster, Charles H. Muir, U.S. 
A.:; Maj. Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief 
of the Militia Bureau; Maj. Gen. John F. 


O’Ryan, O.R.C.; Adm. E. W. Eberle, 
Chief of Naval Operations; Rear Adm. 
Hugh Rodman, U.S.N., retired; Rear 


Adm. H. P. Wilson, Superintendent of 
the Naval Academy; Rear Adm. E. R. 
Stitt, Chief of the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery; Rear Adm. David Potter, 
Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts, and Maj. Gen. Comdt. J. A. Le- 
jeune, of the Marine Corps, . 

All units of the Army and Navy that 
could be mebilized in Washington partici- 
pated in the ceremonies. 

The body of the late President arrived 
at Washington at 10.25 p.m., Aug. 7, and 
was taken to the White House, and ac- 
cording to the military honors prescribed, 
was borne on a caisson under escort of 
troops from the 3d Cavalry and the 6th 
Field Artillery, U.S.A., and the Marine 
Band. President Coolidge was among 
those who followed the body in automo- 
biles. 

The final arrangements for the state 
funeral of Mr. Harding were completed 
Aug. 7, and in brief were carried out as 
follows: 

The coffin was taken from the White 
House Aug. 8 at 10 a.m. and placed upon 
the gun caisson, to be taken to the Capitol, 
where brief services were held at 11 
o'clock. They were conducted by Dr. A. 
F. Anderson of Calvary Baptist Church, 
which Mr. Harding had attended, and 
Dr. J. S. Montgomery, chaplain of the 
House of Representatives. Afterward the 
body lay in state until 6 o’clock in the 
evening. 

The official ceremonies ended when the 
body was placed on the train soon after 6 
o'clock, to be carried to Marion, where the 
funeral services held on Aug. 10 were those 
of a private citizen. 

The order of the funeral procession from 
the White House to the Capitol was di- 
vided into three sections. The first sec- 
tion was composed as follows: 


John J. Pershing, General of the Armies of 
the United States, commanding the military 
escort;, the Army band; 2d Squadron, 3d U.S. 
Cav.; Ist Battalion, 6th U.S. Field Art.; 12th 
Infantry band; 12th Regiment, U.S. Inf.; 13th 
Engineers band; 13th giment, U.S. Engrs.; 
the United States Marine band; 5th Regiment, 
U.S.M.C.; United States Navy band; composite 
regiment of units of the Navy; National Guard, 
District of Columbia. 

Section 2 was the civic pr i 
Henry Cabot Lodge chief marshal. 

Section 3, of which President Coolidge was 
the head, was made up of foreign Ambassadors, 
foreign Ministers and Chargés d’Affaires, Mem- 
bers of Congress, Governors of states and Fed- 
eral officials, veteran military and naval men, 
officers of the Army, Navy, National Guard, 
Coast Guard, military and Mason'e societies, 
beneficia! orders, cadet corps, women's organi- 
zations, etc. 

King George of Great Britain designated 
Henry Getty Chilton, Counseler of the British 
Embassy at Washington, to represent him per- 
sonally at the funeral of President Harding. 
Mr. Chilton’s participation was in addition 
to the official presence of representatives of 
the British government and of its dominions. 

Gen. Gouraud of France was designated Am- 
bassador Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary to represent France at the funeral, and 
other powers also designated representatives.

The funeral service at Marion, Ohio, the 
home town of Mr. Harding, was at the re- 
ceiving vault in the cemetery and was led 
by the Rev. George M. Landis, pastor of 
Trinity Baptist Church, which the Presi- 
dent attended, assisted by the Rev. Jesse 
Swank, pastor of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and a personal friend of Mr. 
Harding. At the request of Mrs. Hard- 
ing the service was of the simplest char- 
acter and without military participation. 

The body lay in state at the home of 
Mr. Harding’s father in East Center 
street, from about 2 p.m. until 9 p.m., Aug. 
9, and from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m., Aug. 10. 

The only military guard escorting the 
body from the train to the Harding home 
in Marion was composed of Capt. Adolphus 
Andrews, representing the Navy, and Maj. 
O. M. Baldinger, representing the Army, 
beth aids to the late President. 

Honorary pallbearers included the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, the 
President pro tempore of the Senate, and 
members of the Cabinet. 

Mr. Harding’s body was placed in the 
receiving vault at the cemetery pending 
the erection of a mausoleum to receive it. 


Some Facts Regarding 
the New President 


CALVIN COOLIDGE, the new Presi- 

dent, is a"man of great force of char- 
acter, and was born July 4, 1872, oa his 
father’s farm at Plymouth, Vt., his family 
being descended from Pilgrim stock. He 
is a lawyer by profession and first entered 
politics as a member of the City Council 
of Northampton, Mass., and_ subsequently, 
after serving in the State Legislature in 
1907-08, became Mayor of Northampton, 
his administrative abilities winning him 
a wide reputation. 

It was as Governor of Massachusetts in 
1919 that Mr. Coolidge won national fame 
as a firm supposter of law and order dur- 
ing the strike of the Boston police on Sept. 
9. The police deserted their posts and the 
night was one of the most hideous ever ex- 
perienced in Bostén. Lawlessness, hood- 
lumism, thievery and every form of crime 
ran riot. Mr. Coolidge promptly called out 
the National Guard to preserve order and 
supplant the police until a new force was 
formed, and he refused to treat with or re- 
instate any of the deserters despite all 
kinds of efforts of politicians and unions 
to have him recede from his stand. 

Mr. Coolidge, throughout his service as 
Vice President, has been looked upon as a 
follower of and believer in the conServa- 
tive policies which President Harding ad- 
vocated. Some have contended that he 
was even less susceptible than Mr. Hard- 
ing to the counsels of those who preached 
the more radical doctrines. He is a be- 
liever in national defense and now has a 
son in the C.M.T.C. at Camp Devens. 

Among the many international problems 
which the new President will have to take 
up there is the Ruhr settlement, the World 
Court, the treaty with Turkey. the Ches- 
ter concession and the general question of 
Mesopotamia, recognition .of Mexico and 
the Cuban situation. In addition, there 
is the question of the future status of the 
Philippines, with particular reference to 
the present controversy between Maj. Gen. 
Teonard Wood, Governor General of the 
Islands, and the native Filipino leaders, 
which culminated recently in the whole- 
sale resignation of Gen. Wood's native 
cabinet.

I MET an old ex-British soldier on the 

street Nov. 1, 1919, and during our con- 
versation he asked if the U.S. Army was 
going to use the spiral leggings hereafter. 
I said I hoped so, as I thought more of 
them than any other that we had ever had, 
and that they were neat and fit us all 
alike. He said, “Yes, that’s right, but if 
you. will keep tab on them you will find 
that they will cause your legs to perish 
away.” He showed me his. 

That night I took my tape line and 
measured my legs. The figures were as 
follows: At the smallest part of ankle, 9 


inches, five inches above the ankle, 104% 
inches; calf of leg at largest part, 19%. 

_ And on March 23, 1923, these astounding 
figures were recorded: Smallest part of 


ankle 8 inches; five inches above ankle 
9%, inches; calf at largest part, 184% 
inches. In 1919 my legs below the knee 


were covered with a heavy coat of hair, 
In 1923 all of this hdd disappeared and 
my leg is now as nude and slick as any 
billiard ball ever made. Now we dough- 
boys need our legs, and big strong ones at 
that. I had never thought of all this be- 
fore. I will have to admit for the first 
time in my life that the Englishman was 
right. I wonder what our medical offi- 
cers will ‘think of this. Personally, I am 
sorry, for I do like the spiral leggings, 
But I love my legs best.

T is requested that the following be 

published as the enlisted men’s reasons 
why they don’t re-enlist: 

(a) The reduction of non-commissioned 
officers, who by custom of*the Army had 


every right to consider their positions and ~ 


pay secure, and the consequent block of 
all promotions. 

(b) Reduction of pay. All men except 
the first three grades are due for a redue- 
tion on re-enlistment. 

(c) Better jobs and more pay in ciy- 
ilian Jife. 

(d) Insincerity of recruiters in var- 
nishing the truth in statements made to 
recruits, reference to travel, education, 
promotion, pay and amusement. 

(e) Temporary barracks. 

(f) Poor fit and quality of uniforms. 

(g) Constant petty reductions of all 
allowances. 


Recommendations. 


To remove the above causes of discon- 
tent, I would recommend: 

(a) That all non-commissioned officers, 
who have been reduced, be placed on the 
same footing as officers in regard to pay. 

(b) That the pay of all enlisted men 
below third grade be restored to status as 
of act of June 4, 1920. That ratings be 
awarded under the same regulations as 
promotion of N.C.O. That rated pay be 
counted as pay for longevity, in order to 
allow privates, first class, specialists, first 
and second class, enough pay on retire- 
ment to avoid starvation. That the ten 
per cent. increase for longevity be restored 
as of act of June 4, 1920. 

(ec) Nothing. 

(d) That recruiting bulletins and state- 
ments made to recruits be toned down‘to 
the unvarnished truth. 

(e) That permanent buildings be erect- 
ed at all permanent stations, especially in 
the North. : 

(f) That all clothing be inspected and 
all war stock be reduced to half price f.r 
issue. That the issue of unmade clothing 
as at present authorized be eliminated and 
that all enlisted men be allowed to pur- 
chase serge clothing from some Q.M. de- 
pot, as it is practically out of the ques- 
tion to have a uniform made up. 

(g) That the constant changing of al- 
lowances be eliminated, as the average 
enlisted man does not understand the rea- 
son for them. 

It is assumed that every officer who has 
given the subject any consideration is fa- 
miliar with these reasons.

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Special Washington Service News Letter 


ITH a new Commander-in-Chief 
for the Army and Navy, there is 
naturally a nervousness in both 


Services as to whether there is to be a 
change in the heads of the War Depart- 
ment and Navy Department. President 
Coolidge announced that there would be 
no changes or even consideration given to 
resignations until after the funeral of the 
late President Harding, which took place 
Aug. 10. However, President Coolidge up 
to this writing has not stated whether 
there will be any changes. 

It is generally assumed that President 
Coolidge will make some changes in the 
official family. ‘There is no precedent of 
a President’s having retained all the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet of a previous admin- 
istration. What the Services are con- 
cerned in is whether, in naming his new 
Cabinet, President Coolidge will retain 
Secretary Weeks and Secretary Denby. 

The relations between Secretary Weeks 
and President Coolidge are known to be 
of the most cordial character. The same 
is said to be true in the case of Secretary 
Denby. But it is not always a question 
of the desires of the President. Both Sec- 
retary Weeks and Secretary Denby are 
staying in the Cabinet at a financial sacri- 
fice. Especially is this true of Secretary 
Weeks, who withdrew from very impor- 
tant business connections when he ac- 
cepted the War portfolio. 

But there are other developments which 
might lead to the withdrawal of Secretarv 
Weeks from the Cabinet. The Secretary’s 
friends regard him as Presidential timber. 
At present there seems to be a disposition 
to assume that there will be a contest in 
the Republican convention for the Pres’- 
dential nomination. The Republican lead- 
ers insisted that the refusal to give the 
late President Harding another nomina- 
tion would be a confession of the failure 
of the party to make good, not only in 
the Executive Department, but in the Leg- 
islative. After several conferences it was 
agreed that the party must stand or fall 
on the record of the Harding administra- 
tion. No such views are now being taken 
as to the candidacy of President Coolidge. 
According to precedents, Vice Presidents 
who come into the White House through 
the death of the President do not natur- 
ally succeed to the rights for a second 
term. Their rights to the nomination have 
almost universally been contested. Then 
there are no assurances that the President 
will want another term. This being true, 
Secretary Weeks will be urged to leave 
the Cabinet and throw his hat into the 
ring. Sooner or later, I am informed, a 
nuinber of powerful leaders in the party 
will ask Secretary Weeks to make a deci- 
sion in the matter. 

His administration in the War Depart- 
ment will prove a positive asset if Secre- 
tary Weeks should become a candidate for 
President. Not only the Regular Army, 
but the members of the National Guard 
and the Reserve officers are fully acquaint- 
ei with his achievements in the develop- 
ment of a citizens’ army. They know 
what progress he has made despite the 
slashing Of the estimates by the Chief of 
the Budget and by Congress. Plattsburg 
was Gen. Wood’s chief support when he 
came so near capturing the Republican 
nomination. There are even more citizen 
soldiers now than there are Plattsburgers, 


who were responsible for placing Gen. 
Wood in the Presidential race. The po- 
litical leaders have sensed this situation 
and as a consequence Secretary Weeks 
will be urged to enter the Presidential race. 


Army Would Keep Mr. Weeks 


UT the Regular Army and the citizen 

soldiers are just selfish enough to ex- 
press the hope that Secretary Weeks will 
not be drawn into the Pregidential race. 
He has secured wonderful co-operation be- 
tween the three components of the Army 
of the United States. Older men in both 
Services have never expected to live to 
see the day when there should be such gen- 
Uline co-operation between the professional 
and the citizen soldiers. For instance, any 
one who ten or twelve years ago would 
have predicted that Brig. Gen. C. I. Mar- 
tin of the Kansas National Guard would 
have served as the president of a board of 
Regular and National Guard officers de- 
tailed to shape the National Guard policy 
of the War Department would have pro- 
voked an induigent smile in both the Army 
and the National Guard. Yet Gen. Martin 
presided over this board in a manner high- 
ly satisfactory to both the Regular Army 
snd National Guard. Furthermore, an ef- 
fort was made to induce Gen. Martin to 
Serve a longer detail on the General Staff

and participate in a study of some other 
Policies. Even if I am charged with vio- 
lating a confidence, I wish to state that 
Gen. Martin confessed to me that in the 
past he did not expect ever to be called 
upon to serve on the General Staff. 


Mr. Denby a Successful Administrator 


HILE Secretary Denby has not been 
called upon to do the pioneering in 
the Navy that Secretary Weeks has in 
the Army, his path has been far from free 
of rough places and stones. Secretary 
Denby has been called upon to handle not 
only the problems left over from the war, 
but those growing out of the Arms Con- 
ference. Under his administration the 
Navy has beea remafkably free from fac- 
tional strife. There have been no per- 
sonal controversies which have found a 
place on the first page of the daily press. 
On this account there is a sincere desire 
throughout the Navy that he be not in- 
cluded in the changes in the official family. 
It is not believed that President Coolidge 
will ask for the portfolio of either of the 
secretaries. ‘The only question is as to 
whether they desire to remain. 


Service Budget Matters 


Y the first of next week the legislative 

council of the War Department will 
submit the budget to the Secretary of War. 
After the most careful paring process the 
conclusion is reached that the appropria- 
tions of last year stand as the minimum 
that should be submitted to the Director 
of the Budget. 

T’he heads of War Department bureaus 
think that they have a very strong case to 
submit to the budget for an increase in 
the appropriations for military purposes. 
Atiy further reduction would not be econ- 
omy, but a reduction in the efficiency of 
the Army. Secretary Weeks, it is be- 
lieved, will support the recommendations 
of the legislative council. In submitting 
the budget last year Secretary Weeks de- 
clared in effect that the reductions of that 
budget had gone below the line of true 
economy. He argued that it would be 
necessary to make up the deficiencies of 
last year’s budget in the appropriations 
for future years. Yet Congress, while it 
reduced the budget estimates for military 
purposes, increased them for rivers and 
harbors and other civilian activities of the 
War Department. 

There really ought to be an increase in 
the appropriations for the National Guard, 
Reserve officers and Organized Reserves. 
The Citizens’ Military Training Camps 
and the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
should have larger appropriations next 
year than this year if the provisions of 
the National Defense act are to be carried 
out by the administration. 

The budget of the Navy Department is 
already in the hands of the Director of the 
Budget. It, as has been previously stated, 
calls for an increase in the appropriations 
for new construction. This will be for 
cruisers, gunboats and submarines, which 
are on the program of the Navy Depart- 
ment this year. Both the Army and Navy 
budget officers will be given a hearing by 
the Director of the Budget before a de- 
cision ig reached in the matter. 


Staff Department Changes 


OL. W. P. CHAMBERLAIN, a recent 

graduate of the War College, will be 
the new chief of the Sanitation Division, 
replacing Lt. Col. J. F. Siler, who has 
been assigned to duty as chief of the 
Medical Department Research Board at 
Manila, P.I. Col. Siler will sail from San 
Francisco on the Aug. 22 transport. 

Lt. Col. Paul C. Hutton, chief of the 
Hospital Division, has been assigned to 
duty as commanding officer of Fitzsimons 
General Hospital, Denver, Colo., taking 
the place of Lt. Col. William H. Moncrief, 
ordered to sail on the September boat for 
the Philippine Department for duty. 

Capt. Walter D. Vail, assistant to the 
chief of the Dental Division, has been or- 
dered to the Medical Field Service School 
at Carlisle Barracks, Pa., for a course of 
instruction. Although his successor has 
not yet been appointed, it is probable that 
Capt. George R. Kennebeck will assume 
These duties. 

The place of Maj. Mahlen Ashford, chief 
of the Personnel Division, who is now on 
a three weeks’ leave, has been temporarily 
taken by Maj. Glenn I. Jones, just 
relieved from duty with the R.O.T.C. unit 


at George Washington University, Wash- 
ington, D.C. Maj. Jones will be assigned 
to duty in the Personnel Division on the 
return of Maj. Ashford. 


Quarters at Fort Monroe 


Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 

partment, has received the following 
notice from the commanding officer at 
Fort Monroe, Va.: 

“Tt is suggested that officers of the Navy 
Department be advised that an officers’ 
mess is maintained at Fort Monroe, Va., 
primarily for the benefit of Army officers 
stationed at Fort Monroe. However, in 
addition to the rooms usually assigned to 
Army personnel there are a limited num- 
ber of rooms available for use by transient 
officers of*the Navy and their families. 

“It is thought that Navy officers whose 
ships touch at Hampton Roads might be 
pleased to learn that arrangements may 
be made to accommodate themselves and 
families during their stay in port. 

“Wherever possible reservations should 
be made in advance.”

Reserve Aviation 


ACTING UNDER the instruction of As- 

sistant Secretary of Navy Roosevelt, 
the Bureau of Aeronautics has drawn up a 
comprehensive plan for the expansion of 
the Naval Aviation Reserve organizations, 
which will require increased appropria- 
tions, it is understood. It is believed that 
the Service can be made so attractive that 
600 aviation pilots can be enrolled in the 
Reserve ‘force immediately, and that an 
additional 130 can be trained each year. 
Recent inquiries instituted by the Depart- 
ment in the thirteen naval districts indi- 
cate a ready response on the part of the 
ex-Service pilots who are eager to enroll 
for training if Congress will make the pro- 
visions that will be asked. 

The Bureau of Aeronautics proposes to 
place a unit in each of the thirteen naval 
districts and hold the commandant of 
each district responsible for building up 
his unit. It is planned to have in each of 
the thirteen units, ten men with the rat- 
ing of seaman second class, who would be 
under training in ground schools, and in 
flying another ten men taking advanced 
training with active service units. Under 
the present appropriation, it has only 
been possible to maintain the aviation 
units in New York and Boston with a 
possible third unit to be established later 
in the fiscal year. ‘This represents the 
limit under the appropriation for the pres- 
ent fiscal year. 


Army Notes 


HE steel helmet that served in some 

measure to turn shrapnel hail on the 
war-swept fields of France, is coming into 
quite extensive use as a means of head 
protection against falls of rock and ore 
in the mines of California, West Virginia, 
Oklahoma and many other states, accord- 
ing to R. V. Ageton, metal-mining engi- 
neer of the Bureau of Mines, Department 
of the Interior. The hats are being used 
in shaft sinking and in raising operations 
and around and in hoisting shafts, states 
Mr. Ageton. The “trench.shoe” and simi- 
lar heavy shoes are also being utilized by 
miners as a medium of foot protection. 
Both miners and operators have been 
quick to recognize the advantages of these 
war-time devices for mining use, and at 
least one mining company was so im- 
pressed that it bought a large quantity of 
trench hats and distributed them to its 
employees. 


ACTUAL construction of wooden quar- 

ters for the troops of the 24th and 
29th Infantry regiments, now stationed -at 
Fort Benning, will shortly begin, accord- 
ing to reports reaching Washington this 
week. It is stated that considerable prog- 
ress has already been made in cutting and 
sawing timber which will be used in the 
construction of the temporary barracks. 
The 29th Infantry has been under canvas 
for over four years, the cost of maintain- 
ing this canvas being estimated to be 
about $35 per capita per annum. Con- 
struction of the hospital at Fort Benning, 
which has been authorized and appropri- 
ated for, will begin late in the fall. The 
constructing quartermaster, office of the 
Quartermaster General, is in the process 
of preparing the plans for the new hos- 
pital building. 


the representatives of the staff 

corps on the Woods plan for the 
equalization of promotion in the Navy 
were referred to the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral this week. They reached Adm, Lati- 
mer just as he was about to leave on a 
vacation, and he referred them to the 
officers in the Judge Advocate General's 
Department for their analysis and com- 
ment, 

When Adm. Latimer returns to Wash- 
ington the latter part of August he will 
take up the work of writing a bill. After 
the recommendations of the representa- 
tives of the staff corps are put in proper 
legal form they will be submitted formally 
to the Chief of Naval Operations aad to 
the chiefs of the bureaus. With their rec- 
ommendations the bill will go to the 
retary of the Navy. 

It is believed that it will be ready to 
be published to the Service some time be- 
fore Congress convenes. As it is of such 
great importance to the Navy at large, it is 
insisted that the officers on duty outside 
of Washington should be given an oppor- 
tunity to study the measure. 

Adm. Latimer said that the proposition 
in the abstract appeared sound to him. In 
his opinion, it had all the advantages of 
the single list without some of the 
laws of objectionable features. He thought 
that the details could be worked out satis- 
factorily and that a bill could be framed 
that would receive very favorable consid- 
eration in Congress. 


Engineering Records 


HE relatively high standing of the 

Mississippi in engineering hag occa- 
sioned considerable discussion in the Navy 
Department. The engineer officer, 
Comdr. R. R. Smith, U.S.N., is given a 
great deal of credit for his initiative in 
working out economy in fuel. Rear 
Hughes, commander of the division, is be- 
ing praised for the co-operation and sup- 
port which he gave officers serving with 
the engineering force. 

There was at all times, it is asserted, 
knowledge of the next period for engineer- 
ing overhaul, and there was required of 
the engineer officer by the captain a state- 
ment of the work to be undertaken during 
each overhaul period. There was always 
a strict adherence to the schedule for over- 
haul periods and careful use made of 
the time allotted. Steam leaks were 
stopped as soon as they developed, traps 
were given a great deal more attention 
than usual. 

As a result, the Mississippi ran with 
considerably less than fourteen tons a day. 
It is asserted that she was down to 
than ten tons. Adm. Hughes ressed - 
the belief that it would be scala to 
~~~ her consumption down to six tons 
a day. . 

There is 20 doubt that there has been a 
general improvement of the steaming in 
the fleet during the past year. Some of 
the vessels made a poorer record than in 
previous years, but on the whole there was 
an improvement in the geaeral average. 

In the destroyer class the leaders in 
steaming of which were the Kane, Cory, 
Sumner, Bainbridge, Farenholt and the 
Tracy, there was aa improvement of about 
20 per cent. The five leading battleships 
showed improvement of 30 per cent. : 

But the ships which failed to come up 
to last year’s standard brought the gen- 
eral average down to approximately 12 
per cent. improvement over the record of 
last year. There should be, it is stated, a 
continued improvemeat of about 1 per cent. 
a month in the engin com 
averages. One per cent. is a good 
for a month, but the experts claim that 
the fleet could keep it up for thirty years.

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New Training 
Regulations 


UF to the present writing, Training 
Regulations for the U.S. Army cover- 
ing eight separate subjects have been 
printed and distributed to the Service by 
the War Department. Something like 
seventy or more of these regulations have 
been prepared or are in course of prepara- 
tion, but so much detail work is involved 
in the editing of the regulations that no 
definite time can be set as to the date when 
they will be finished. 

The eight regulations which have been 

blished and issued to the Services are: 

isplay of equipment, foot troops; cere- 
mony of Guard mo:unting, foot troops; 
drill, general introduction; marksman- 
ship, individual score book, the rifle; drill, 
combat signals; combat principles, How- 
itzer Co., squads; combat principles, the 
rifle squad; combat principles, the rifle 
company. 

It must be borne in mind that these reg- 
ulations usually originate at the Infantry 
School, where, upon their completion, they 
are forwarded to the Chief of Infantry for 
revision and further study. Here often 
the Field Artillery, Cavalry and Coast 
Artillery are called in for consultation and 
changes made in their makeup. If neces- 
sary, they are sent back to the Benning 
institution for another review, while at 
other times they are forwarded directly to 
The Adjutant General for the approval of 
G-3 of the General Staff. At this writ- 
ing there are eleven different regulations 
in the hands of The Adjutant General 
awaiting his approval before going to the 
printer. The shortage in the commissioned 
personnel and the lack of adequate cleri- 
cal help contribute to the delay in the 
printing and -issuing of. the regulations, 
but the War Department is bending all 
efforts to expedite this work. 





Co. D, 29th Inf., Makes

The results 
attained were fair, considering that all of 
the record practice took place during nu- 
merous Infantry School demonstrations 
and the annual maneuver. Throughout 
the Infantry School season Co. D is used 
as a machine gun unit for demonstration 
purposes. 
Results with machine guns: Total fired, 
107; qualified, 100 per cent.; qualified

Results with rifle: Total fired, 26; to- 
tal authorized to fire Machine Gun Com- 
pany, 27; qualified, 100 per cent.; ex- 
perts 3, sharpshooters 8, marksmen 15. 

Results with pistol: Total fired, 122;

Co. D fired pistol, rifle and machine 
gun practice whenever the opportunity 
offered between demonstrations and incle- 
ment weather.

Safeguarding Drafts of 
Men in U.S. Navy 


‘THE Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 

partment, calls attention to the fact 
that some weeks ago a large draft of re- 
cruits just released from a training sta- 
tion took passage on an auxiliary for fur- 
ther detail in the fleet. This draft left 
the training station with complete bags of 
clothing, yet upon their arrival aboard 
the various ships to which they had been 
detailed their bags of clothing hgd been 
greatly reduced by theft and carelessness. 
Capt. Richard H. Leigh, Acting Chief of 
the Bureau, in a letter to commanders of 
all ships and stations, relative to the 
above incident, says: 

“This unfottunate occurrence brought 
forth a letter from the commander, Scout- 
ing Fleet, from which the following para- 
graph is quoted for your information: 

The Scouting Fleet commander believes this 
to be a typical example of a cause ‘of desertion 
or dissatisfaction among young men first enter- 
ing the naval service, i.e., that at the very time 
when care should have been taken with the re- 
eruits by ones who are familiar with the work, 
they were neglected, were seasick and eventually 
h their clothes stolen. The experience of 


these recruits was such as no doubt gave them 


a strong dislike for the naval service, and it 
was at a time when impressions received 
of sea life are most lasting. 

“The Bureau desires to bring to the at- 
tention of the Service the importance of 
the proper handling and care of recruits 
upon the occasion of their first experience 
afloat. Impressions created are lasting, 
and experiences similar to that described 
in the above occurrence must be avoided. 

“It is, therefore, directed that upon the 
receipt of drafts on board vessels of the 
Navy for passage, the commanding officer 
will assign an officer to take charge of the 
draft and be responsible for their well- 
being and insure the safeguarding of their 
personal effects. The commanding officer 
will provide the officer in charge of the 
draft with means to accomplish the above 
results, and just previous to transfer will 
cause bags to be inspected and clothing 
checked. Any material discrepancies found 
will be reported to the Bureau of Navi- 
gation.” 


Court of Claims to Decide 
in Rental Allowance Case 


Tithe plain language of the act of June 

10, 1922, with reference to rental alw- 
lowances of officers, which has béen so 
restricted by decisions of the Comptroller 
General, will soon come before the Court 
of Claims for interpretation in a case re- 
cently filed by King & King, attorneys of 
Washington. 

An officer of the Army was stationed at 
Coblenz, Germany, with troops and lived 
in one room in a hotel furnished by the 
German government under an arrangement 
between it and the United States. He 
maintained an abode for dependents in 
this country and until June 30, 1918, drew 
commutation of quarters for them. 

It was held that Coblez was a military 
station and the duty was not field duty, 
neither could it be otherwise classified un- 
der the act for the purpose of rental al- 
lowance. ‘ 

Some of the questions which will be de- 
cided in this case are: 

1. Whether an officer who occupies pub- 
lie quarters sufficient only for himself is 
precluded from receiving rental allowance 
for dependents for whom no public quar- 
ters are available. 

2.. Whether duty in a foreign country 
is duty at a military post or station as 
the term is usually applied, and, if so, 
whether it precludes rental allowance for 
dependents. 

3. Whether the expression in the law, 
“shall be entitled at all times . . . to 
a money allowance for rental of quarters” 
means what it says or is subject to re 
strictions that greatly reduce its scope. 


Ideas on Handling 
Recruits in U.S. Army 


CPT. H. E. MITCHELL, U.S.A., re- 

tired, .M.PS. and T., Kansas City High 
Schools, has a large and varied experience 
in handling recruits at the recruit depot, 
Jefferson Barracks, Mo., at the time when 
applicants were shipped to a central depot 
for enlistment. He has, upon request, pre- 
pared for the use of the Recruiting Ser- 
vice in the 7th Corps Area a statement 
of some of the plans and ideas which 
proved successful. These are quoted by 
Maj. Gen. Duncan, commanding, in a re- 
cruiting memorandum dated Omaha, July 
12, 1923, for adoption in the processing of 
recruits insofar as they are applicable to 
present conditions. 

In concluding his statement of recruiting 
ideas Capt. Mitchell says: “Throughout 
the whole . system ‘hard-boiled’ methods 
were prohibited. This method did not de- 
generate into coddling. The recruiting 
force, to a man, learned that they could 
be businesslike, considerate and decent 
without bullying or coddling. Applicants 
expected firmness in the Army. but they 
quite rightly resented rough, obscene, care- 
less, profane or unsanitary methods. After 
all, it was merely a consistent application 
of the Golden Rule. The average recruit, 
being an average American, responded in 
every. way that could be desired.” 


Military Conscription in 
History of United States 


IX the May number of the Historical 

Outlook, Philadelphia, appeared an in- 
teresting presentation of the history of 
military conscription with especial refer- 
ence to the United States. The article writ- 
ten by Prof. Frederick M. Cutler, Univer- 
city of Porto Rico, states that while hers 
1863 and 1864 776,829 men were drafted, 
only 46,347 of these actually served, while 
through stimulated volunteering and an 
expenditure of $500,000,000 in bounties, 1,- 


120,621 men were added to the Union 
armies. Contrasting this. with the opera- 
tion of the admirably conceived Selective 
Service act in the World War, Prof. Cut- 
ler says: 

“The total number of registrants for 
military service ultimately came to be 9,- 
925,751. Only 5,870 arrests were made in 
the entire United States for failure to 
register up to Dec. 1, 1917. The men 
charged with draft desertion numbered 
837,649, only 1.41 per cent. of the na- 
tional registration—and it presently de- 
veloped that a large percentage of these 
had enlisted in the National Guard or the 
Canadian forces without waiting for the 
decision of the local boards. Recalcitrant 
‘conscientious objectors’ who refused to 
serve even in civilian capacity amounted 
to 1,697. 

“On April 1, 1917, the combined mili- 
tary and naval forces of the United States 
had numbered 378,619; by Nov. 11, 1918, 
when the Army and Navy were at their 
numerical maximum, they totaled 4,791,- 
172. Of these 1,083,044 had been added 
to the Army by enlistment (a process 
stimulated by the knowledge of universal 
liability), and 2,810,296 by induction; 
510,290 had been enlisted in the Navy, 
and 8,923 had been inducted. By the 
rapid and overwhelming mobilization of 
her forces, America was instrumental in 
ending the war.” 


Capt. A. B. Fry Heads 
New York Naval Militia 


APT. ALFRED BROOKS FRY of 

the New York Naval Militia, well 
known as an officer of long and efficient 
service, who has been serving as chief of 
staff to the commanding officer, was nom- 
inated on Aug. 2 by Governor Smith to 
command the New York Naval Militia, 
vice Commodore Robert P. Forshew, re- 
cently retired. Capt. Fry, who is an engi- 
neer in the Federal service, has been in 
state and national serviee for thirty-seven 
consecutive years. 

He enlisted as a private in Troop E, 
N.Y.N.G., in 1877, when seventeen years 
From 1889 to 1892 he was a private 
in the Ist Corps Cadets, Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia. For a year following 
he was seaman and acting chief machinist 
in the Naval Battalion of the Massachu- 
setts Militia, after which he was lieuten- 
ant and chief engineer of the Massachu- 
setts Naval Brigade, and in 1897 became 
a seaman in the Ist Naval Battalion of 
New York. 

Through successive promotion he be- 
came chief machinist, engineer of the 
grade of lieutenant, lieutenant commander, 
lieutenant commander chief of staff of 
commanding officer of the Naval Militia, 
aide-de-camp to the Governor from -900 
to 1904, commander chief of staff of com- 
manding officer, and captain chief of staff 
of commanding officer in 1916. 

In the national service Capt. Fry served 
during the war with Spain, as a passed as- 
sistant engineer, U.S.N. During the World 
War he served as aid to Rear Adm. Burd, 
3d Naval District, and also under Adm. 
Sims in London. } 


Joint National Guard and

NDER the direction of Capt. Thomas

American vessels and airships of com- 
merce of war will get freedom of naviga- 
tion of the passage of the Dardanelles, the 
Sea of Marmora and the Bosphorus in ac- 
cordance with stipulations of the Straits 
Convention, though the United States as- 
sumes no responsibility respecting the ap- 
plication of this convention. 

The final difficulty over claims of Amer- 
icans for damage to property will eventu- 
ally be settled by agreement, to keep the 
question outside the treaty; instead, a 
compact is entered into whereby the two 
governments mutually undertake to re- 
sume negotiations as soon as possible after 
a period of twenty days, each government 
reserving its rights. : 

Citizens of the United States will be 

entitled to travel and reside in Turkey on 
condition that they comply with the laws 
of the country, and to engage in profes- 
sional, commercial and industrial activi- 
ties permitted by law to foreigners, and 
will be assured of the most complete pro- 
tection of person and property in accord- 
ance with the standards of international 
law. 
_By way of special exemption it is pro- 
vided, as in the treaty with BPuropean 
states, that Americans with regard to 
matters of personal status shall be sub- 
fect only to American courts. American 
ompanies also will have the right to en- 
gage in business in Turkey.

MILITARY ORDER OF THE CARABAO— 
WASHINGTON CORRAL. 


The Council of the Military Order of the 
Carabao met at the Army and Navy Club, 
Washington, Aug. 6, 1923, for the purpose of 
determining the result of the recent postal 
vote on the amendment to the constitution of 
the order. The amendment to the constitu- 
tion now makes eligible for membership in 
the order any person who shall have honora- 
bly served in the Philippine Islands between 
May 1, 1898, and March 15, 1906, both 
dates inclusive, as & commissioned officer of 
the United States Regular or Volunteer Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Philippine Scouts, or as 
a naval cadet or midshipman or as contract 
surgeon, contract dental surgeon, or any per- 
son who so served as an enlisted man in the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine Corps 
and subsequently received a commission for 
appointment in any of the above classes, shall 
be eligible for election at a veteran Carabao. 
Heretofore the time of Se. was limited 
to July 4, 1902, the date at which the Civil 
Government took over ‘the Philippines. 

It is expected that many officers who served 
in the Philippines after July 4, 1902, and 
before March 15, 1906, will avail themselves 


of the privilege and become members. Appli-

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Naval Base Program 
To be Submitted 


REPARATIONS are being made by 

the Navy Department to submit to 
Congress a comprehensive naval base pro- 
gram which will call for annual appropri- 
ations for a period of twenty years and 
with an aggregate expenditure of $155,- 
491,000. Rear Adm. Luther M. Gregory 
has been making a personal inspection of 
all the naval bases with the view of ac- 
quainting himself with the details so that 
he can discuss them when he appears be- 
fore the Congressional committee this ses- 
sion. Adm. Gregory is now on the Pa- 
cific coast, having reached San Diego Aug. 
6. He will spend almost a week there 
and go to San Francisco on Aug. 12. He 
is due in Astoria Aug. 18, Puget Sound 
Aug. 20, and will not return to Washing- 
tn until Sept. 10. 

Adm. Gregory has set before him the 
task of inaugurating a program not only 
of $155,491,000 for naval bases, but $16,- 
458,885 for naval air stations. Both of 
these programs are under the Rodman 
board general report and have been worked 
out in great detail by a separate board. 

In the course of the report the need for 
carrying out this program is urged in the 
following strong endorsement : 

“Restricting comment to the continen- 
tal coast of the United States, the Ha- 
waiian Islands, and the Canal Zone, the 
board finds that the bases and stations 
there located are so lacking in capacity to 
serve the fleet that the mobility of the 
fleet is seriously impaired, and the fleet 
cannot deliver its most powerful effort. 

“Comparing the state of development of 
the fleet with that of the shore establish- 
ment as each exists today, the shore es- 
tablishment is behindhand. 

“This condition arises, first, from the 
fact that rapid advance has been made in 
recent years in the number, size and char- 
acteristics of nayal] vessels, including air- 
eraft; and, second, from the fact that it 
has been more difficult to secure appropria- 
tions for the shore establishment than for 
ships. 

“The United States naval shore estab- 
lishment has not one station which fully 
meets the requirements of a naval base. 
The only area which approaches these re- 
o_o is the Chesapeake Bay area. 

he Chesapeake Bay area is lacking in 
certain destroyer and submarine facilities, 
supply facilities and industrial facilities 
which can be supplied at an estimated cost 
of about $7,000,000. 

“No other naval station approaches the 
total requirements of a naval base. The 
deficiencies of the other areas designated 
as bases in the report of the Rodman 
board are great. For example, in order 
to secure. safe anchorage for the fleet, 
which is a necessity in any naval base, ex- 
tensive dredging and channel improve- 
ments are necessary in the Island of Oahu 
to create a naval base in the Hawaiian 
Islands; the dredging of Hell Gate in New 
York harbor to accommodate the largest 
and deepest draft naval vessels is essential 
to the creation of the New York-Narra- 
gansett Bay base; the establishment of 
operating. supply and major ship drydock- 
Ing and repair facilities is necessary at 
San Francisco Bay; and a drydock of the 
largest size. with additional berthing and 
repair facilities, is necessary at Puget 
Sound. Other bases and stations require 
improvements to a less degree. 

“The estimated cost of the necessary 
improvements and additions to the shore 
basés and stations is as follows:

The board urges an expenditure of $6,- 
910,000 be included in this (1925) year’s 
budget. It is divided as follows: Ha- 
waiian Islands, $2,062,000; San Fran- 
cisco Bay, $470,000; Puget Sound, $828,- 
000; New York-Narragansett Bay, $738,- 
000; Chesapeake Bay, $165,000; Canal 
Zone, $205,000; San Diego, $1,295,000; 


Boston-Portsmouth, $261,000; Key West, 
$100,000; Charleston, $32,000; Great 
Lakes, $140, ; Quantico, $340,000; 
Philadelphia, $215,000; St. Thomas, V.I., 
$22, ; Guantanamo Bay, $16,000. 

The report further states that the board 
has excluded from the above naval base 
development program budget for the fis- 
eal year 1925 five items which ought to 
be in the budget for 1925. These items 
cannot be so included because legislative 
authority for their performance has not 
yet been secured. The board understands 
that the Navy Department is taking steps 
to secure the legislative authority for these 
items this year, in order that the items 
may be included in the naval base develop- 
ment program budget for the fiscal year 
1926. In preparing the 1926 budget the 
board will include the items, which are as 
follows: Naval operating base, Alam 


development ; Marine Corps depot of sup-- 


ply, San Francisco, constructioa; rifle 
range, Puget Sound, land and construc- 
tion; Navy Yard, Norfolk, land, to se- 
cure a 1,000-foot turniag basin; Marine 
Corps, acquisition of town of Quantico, 
including improvements thereon. 

“Recognizing the fact that, under the 
status quo agreemeat of the Treaty for 
the Limitation of Naval Armaments, no 
development of the existing facilities for 
the repair and maintenance of naval ves- 
sels at the naval statioas in Guam, the 
Philippine Islands and Samoa can be un- 
dertaken, the board finds that there are 
certain items of maintenaace, repair and 
replacement of the facilities and equip- 
ment that existed at the stations in Guam, 
the Philippines and Samoa on Feb. 6, 1922, 
which are aeeded in order to maintain 
these stations in an efficient condition. 
The performance of repair and replace- 
ment items such as is customary in naval 
aad military establishments in time of 
peace is authorized in the treaty. The 
board finds that items of.the following to- 
tal cost, which fall under the category 
of repair and replacement of worn-out 
equipment, are needed at naval stations 
noted: Cavite, P.I., $1,569,000; Guam, 
$714,000; Samoa, $145,000. 

“The board regards the prompt per- 
formance of the work covered by the above 
estimates at Cavite, Guam and Samoa to 
be very important.” 

In the course of the report on naval 
air stations the board declares that: “The 
experiences of the recent war indicate 
that in the event of hostilities there will 
he great expansion of the naval air sta- 
tions. With the necessity of economy in 
mind the board has provided a develop- 
ment program to cover twenty years, 
which provides only the minimum requi- 
sites to give a nucleus around which nec- 
essary war-time expansion can be built. 
The total cost of this program is $16,458,- 
835, and its expenditures at the different 
stations have been divided for performance 
so that an equal expenditure will be in- 
eurred yearly for a period of twenty years 
in accordance with their urgency or pri- 
ority as given in the approved naval plans 
for national defense. The board, as in its 
previous report, has taken cognizance of the 
fact that, under the status quo agreement 
of the Treaty for the Limitation of Naval 
Armament, no development of air stations 
ean be accomplished by the United States 
in the Philippine Islands, Guam and Sa- 
moa, and. therefore, does not iaclude any 


estimates for development in these places. 
This program does not provide for devel- 
opment of air stations in Alaska or in the 
eastern West Indies. 

“The board has excluded from the above 
naval base development program for naval 
air stations four items which ought to 
be in the 1925 budget. These items can- 
not be so included because legislative au- 
thority for their performance hag not yet 
been secured. The board understands 
that the Navy Department is taking steps 
to secure the legislativg authority for 
these items this year, in order hat the 
items may be included in the developmeat 
naval air stations budget for the 
year 1926. The acquisition by purchase 
of these four stations was recommended 
by the approved report of the Rodman 
board. These four items are as follows: 
Sand Point, Wash., acquisition of site 
and development; Lakehurst, N.J.; Chat- 
ham, Mass., and Marine Flying Field, 
Quantico, acquisition of site.”

The Engineering Trophy in the Gunboat

has won the Engineering Trophy. Capt. 
J. C. Richardson, in command of the Ashe- 
ville during the year, and one other officer 
of that vessel nominated by him as con- 
tributing most to her success, will receive 
letters of commendation.

The course fired is the National 
Match Course of timed ‘and rapid fire at 
twenty-five yards and slow fire at fifty 
yards, on the standard American target, 
which has a three-inch “bull” and a 
twenty-six-inch outer, or four ring. ‘The 
possible over the course is 300 points. 


Each candidate fired through the course 
four tmies, twice in the morning and twice 
in the afternoon. 

The pistol team candidates originally 
numbered forty-six, but the day before the 
tryouts began, a preliminary shoot was 
held, in which the number of candidates 
were reduced to twenty-eight, by eliminat- 
ing those whose scores averaged less than 
the minimum. 

The following are the scores of the first 
ten competitors on the third day tryout 
held on Aug. 3:

Question of 
Retainer Pay 


DURING the past year the ARMY AND 

Navy JOURNAL has received numerous 
communications from members of the 
Naval Reserve whose retainer pay was so 
radically reduced by the Comptroler Gen- 
eral’s decision of Aug. 7, 1922, complain- 
ing of the injustice of that decision. Under 
that decision those transferred to the 
Naval Reserve Force, after sixteen or 
twenty years’ service, before May 18, 1920, 
and who were not “recalled to” active duty 
within one month from that date, and con- 
tinued on active duty until the Navy was 
recruited to its permanent strength, or un- 
til their grades were filled, are allowed re 
tainer pay (1) for the rating held, (2) 
based upon the pay law in force at time 
of transfer; those who were on active duty 
on May 18, 1920, and continued thereon, 


“are not regarded as having been “recalled 


to” active duty for retainer pay purposes, 
Those transferred after Aug. 28, 1916, and 
before July 10, 1919, have retainer pay 
computed on the 1908 pay basis; those 
transferred after July 10, 1919, and before 
May 18, 1920, get one-half (or one-third) 
of the war increase in addition. 

Though Congress might reasonably be 
presumed to have intended to deal liber- 
ally with those of the Naval Service who 
come to the retiring time, the law, as con- 
strued and applied in the decision, brought 
absolute hardship to hundreds of commis- 
sioned warrant officers transferred to the 
Reserve Force after the best part of a life- 
time of honest, faithful, devoted and self- 
sacrificing service in the Navy. 

Since the establishment recently of the 
Claims Department these communicatjons 
have been renewed in greater numbers and 
are coupled with requests that the depart- 
ment give its assistance in an effort to 
secure justice for this class. It is the 
sole purpose and plan of the Claims De- 
partment to be serviceable in such a situ- 
ation, and to the end that all who request 
such assistance may be advised at the very 
beginning as to their legal rights the Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL secured for that pur- 
pose the professional services of competent 
counsel. Accordingly all such communica- 
tions have been referred to Messrs. Ansell 
& Bailey, who are engaged in the study of 
the entire question of retainer pay and of 
the decisions regarding it, with a view to 
determining the rights of those who have 
been adversely affected by the decision and 
pointing out the most effective remedial 
measures. The attorneys have given, and 
will give, their opinions on all specific 
questions submitted by individuals con- 
cerning the right to retainer pay, and are 
now giving consideration to the number of 
test cases that may be required to estab- 
lish the law in respect to all classes. 


DIGEST OF COMPTROLLER GENERAL'S 
DECISIONS. 


1. The legality of stoppage of pay under the 
105th Article of War in payment for damage 
done complainant by a member of the military 
establishment by the wrongful taking of com 
plainant’s personal property,” is not affected by 
an acquittal by court-martial of the offense of’ 
larceny predicated upon the unlawful taking of 
said property. (July 28, 1923.) 


2. Following a recent decision of Acting At- 
torney General, invoked by the Secretary of 
War to the effect that service under a fraudu- 
lent enlistment not discovered while current and 
terminated by an honorable discharge must 
count for retirement, held, reversing recent de 
cisions of the Controller General to the con 
trary, that such service should be included in 
the computation of retired pay. (July 30, 
1923.) . 


8. Where the Bureau of Navigation directs 
a change in the rating of petty officers as 
effective from a certain date, but notice of the 
change is not received on distant stations until 
after the date thus specified, such date as au 
thorized by the Bureau is nevertheless the 


effective date of the change of rating. (July 
31, 1923.) 
4. Claimant was transferred to the Fleet 


Naval Reserve Dec. 12, 1916, as a gunners 
mate first class; on Feb. 1, 1918, was given 
an acting appointment as chief gunner’s mate, 
and on Oct. 15, 1918, a permanent appointment 
in that grade, and was paid retainer pay base 
on the higher rating. Upon the question 
whether the claimant was entitled to such pay 
at the higher rating for the period from Feb.

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Naval Air Matters 


ON the occasion of the American Legion 
gymkhana or fair which was held at 
the Polo Grounds, Coronado, Calif., July 
91-23, the plotographers of the Naval Air 
Station, San Diego, Calif., accomplished a 
record-breaking feat. In sixteen minutes 
the photographic section photographed a 
smoke screen from the air, returned to the 
laboratory, developed, enlarged and deliv- 
ered the finished photographs to officials 
at the Polo Grounds. ‘The pilot of the 
plane was Aviation Chief Rigger Robert 
Kerr, U.S.N. The smoke screen was laid 
py a DT’-2 plane and the smoke bombs were 
dropped by F5-Ls. Bombing, stunting and 
formation flying were also engaged in for 
the entertainment of the people attending 
the fair. Titanium-tetrechloride was used 
in the laying of the smoke screen, and the 
liquid was under 150 pounds pressure in 
a cylindrical tank which was located in 
the after cockpit. This was sprayed to 
the rear of the plane by means of two 
three-eighths-inch pipes which branched 
downward and to the rear. The screen was 
of six minutes’ duration and obscured the 
entire field. 

Righteen planes now comprise the Air 
squadrons, Battle Fleet, Honolulu detach- 
ment, at Pearl Harbor, T.H. They are 
based at the Naval Air Station, which is 
located on Ford Island, in Pearl Harbor. 
The planes included in this squadron are 
six DT-2’s, six DH-4B1’s, five VE-7SF’s 
and one VE-7. 

Naval men stationed at McCook Field 
are devoting a considerable amount of 
their time to the study of parachute jump- 
ing. Slow moving pictures showing the 
actual operation of parachutes have been 
taken of the various methods of jumping 
out of balloons and different types of air- 
ships. It ig hoped that these films show- 
ing all phases of parachute work will soon 
be available for distribution. 

In their flight to Seattle in July, two 
DT-2 land planes from Torpedo and Bomb- 
ing Plane Squadron No. 2 accompanied 
the DH-4B planes from Observation Plane 
Squadrons 1 and 2. The main purpose 
of the DT-2’s was for investigating land- 
ing fields and the taking of photographs 
of regular and emergency fields. Having 
a total gas capacity of 275 gallons, the 
DT-2’s are equipped with specially de- 
signed cylindrical stream-lined tanks with 
a bulkhead intersecting which makes two 
separate tanks in one. A valve manifold 
facilitates the opening and 
valves which permits the fuel to be pumped 
from one tank separately. 

An “EF” boat has been: presented to the 
Naval Reserve air station at Fort Hamil- 
ton, N.Y., by Ens. Van de Water. It 
will be used as a rescue boat. 

Installation of a photographie labora- 
tory on the ZR-1 which is now nearing 
completion at Lakehurst, N.J., will be an 
added feature of this ship. This labora- 
tory will be so equipped that it will be able 
to develop and print photographs and mo- 
tion picture film work while in operation. 
The laboratory will be located in the keel 
of the ship, where the crew will be quar- 
tered and the supplies kept. This method 
of developing pictures will speed up the 
publication of pictorial records of naval 
activity, as the finished prints can be 
dropped over the side of the ship by 
means of parachutes at pre-arranged 
points,

The possibilities of Army physical training 
are well demonstrated by the following data 
compiled from accomplishments of the recent 
Engineer R.O.T.O. Camp at Fort Logan, Colo., 
after six weeks of training. These figures in- 
dicate the average performance of the entire 
class clothed in the regulation uniform and 
wearing heavy marching shoes: 

100-Yard dash, 12 seconds; running high 
jump, 4 feet 4 inches; running broad jump, 
15 feet; bar vault (consisting of a series of 
9 bars ranging from 3 feet 10 inches to 6 
feet high), 5 feet 10 inches. Reducing these 
figures to a decimal basis for the purpose of 
comparison with accepted standards, the gen- 
eral average for the class in all events is 
88.87 out of a possible 110. The maximum 
figure is graded as follows: 


College standard-——Fair, 60; good, 70; ex- 
cellent, 80, 

Varsity athlete standard—Fair, 90; good, 
100; excellent, 110. 


: The highest individual averages were as fol- 
ows: 

Edward Chapman, Gilbert H. Smith, Colo, 
School of Mines, each 103.75; Joel G. Stan- 
ford, Colo. S. of M., 103.25; Rivers W. Me-

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New Training Pamphlet for 
. Rifle Squad 


( y Sagalations copies of ‘Training 
Regulations No. 420-105, U.S.A., 
dealing with the Combat Principles 

of the Infantry Rifle Squad prepared un- 
der the direction of the Chief of Infantry, 
which have just been issued from the Gov- 
erninent Printing Office, are of utmost sig- 
nificance to the Army. 

This small pamphlet of forty-six pages 
demonstrates a new method of preparing 
military regulations. Ia all it contains 
thirty-four plates, many of them covering 
a full page, illustrating various possible 
formations and situations in which a squad 
commander may find himself. These are 
not mere plans and plates. They are pic- 
tures, well drawn and clearly annotated 
to show the different individuals, the use 
of ground and cover, and the best means 
of accomplishing a mission. The innova- 
tion in method of presentation is novel 
and is exceptionally desirable. Every man 
in the Service can understand the illus- 
trations. 

It demonstrates, furthermore, another 
element which has entered the problem of 
training soldiers to-day. Units are 10w 
widely separated. A squad leader is on 
his own resources. He must make his 
own reconnaissances, arrive at his own de- 
cisions, and run his own squad, to a large 
extent. It was said about a year ago that 
the basic principle of all infantry training 
in the future must be so to instruct the 
individuals that, under enemy fire, at a 
distance from their comrades and from 
their higher commanders, they may be able 
to carry out their mission and assail the 
enemy in accordance with the will of their 
commander, or, if that be not known defi- 
nitely, in accordance with what the will 
of their commander would be. Even in 
the absence of orders the private and the 
squad leader should be able to carry on 
intelligently. 

‘The new pamphlet on the rifle squad, 
just issued, is well designed to meet essen- 
tial requirements in this respect. The 
squad is the smallest tactical unit. It 
acts alone in a large variety of cases. No 
more do serried lines go forward into bat- 
tle, shoulder to shoulder, hearing the voice 
even of their colonel! giving verbal orders 
and commands to the regiment. Now it is 
squad after squad slipping up to appropri- 
ate positions, each directed by its own 
squad leader. The corporal commands. 
He cannot shout his orders, the din is usu- 
ally too great. He creeps, or crawls, or 
runs from man to man telling each one 
what to do. The corporal is a tactica? 
officer in the new army as well as a dis- 


ciplinary officer. He runs his squad in 
battle as thoroughly as he runs it in bar- 
racks. ‘The corporal therefore must be in- 
structed in tactics and in combat princi- 
ples. This instruction this new pamphlet 
is designed to give. And inasmuch as the 
Infantry rifle squad is the basic unit of 
the Army, whose activities practically 
every other squad must at times simulate 
and imitate, this pamphlet is of prime im- 
portance. 

The real value of the pamphlet, though, 
is involved in more matters than this. It 
contains sections on attack and defense, 
on the service of security, and on estimat- 
ing a situation, orders and messages. Here 
in forty-six pages have been coadensed in 
convenient form all that a squad leader 
may need to know regarding combat of any 
sort. It is no longer necessary for him to 
thumb over many books and find passages 
here and there which may apply to his 
duties. The compilation assembles mate- 
rial that has formerly been scattered in 
isolated paragraphs in field service regu: 
lations. This is the most significant thing 
about this work. The distribution of in 
struction is simplified. The dissemination 
of information is exact. A corporal gets 
this pamphlet and knows that he will need 
to learn it, and knows that there is noth- 
ing in it that he will not need to learn. 

Another striking value in the pamphlet 
is the inclusion therein of a goodly num- 
ber of brief “problems,” following ap- 
propriate paragraphs. A general principle 
has been stated, for instance, that “when 
there is no cover and the ground to be 
crossed is swept with fire, one or two men 
at a time are sent forward.” In a suc- 
ceeding paragraph is a_ situation based 
upon this, putting a squad in such a posi- 
tion and querying of the corporal what 
method he would use to reinforce the line 
of scouts. The answer is net given. The 
reader must rout it out himself. He must 
think. He must learn to think, to analyze 
hig situation, remember his principles, and 
apply them properly as the needs of the 
moment require. This type of teaching 
tactics will develop sound tactical think- 
ing. This form of training regulation will 
improve the efficiency and the effectiveness 
of the soldiers in our Army. It is the 
sign of the new Army and the new charac- 
ter of warfare. 


Great Britain’s Naval Base at 
Singapore 


S has been previously pointed out 
A in these columns, the proposal of 

Great Britain to build a naval base 
at Singapore, only very recently assured 
by a vote of the House of Commons, is a 
reply to the Japanese shipbuilding pro- 
gram. It is therefore a participation in 
the new competitive naval building started 
by Japan. But we are unable to follow 
the argument of a large section of the 
House of Commons that maintained that 
the construction of such a base will be 
eontrary to the spirit of the Washington 
treaties. 

In theaters distant from home waters a 
base is the equivalent of ships, for the 
readily apparent reason that the possession 
of a properly equipped base close to an 
area of operations may greatly increase 
the number of ships which may be main- 
tained in active service at the front. Long 
periods of absence, incident to passage to 
and from home dockyards and fueling sta- 
tions, are avoided under the condition of 
a base close to the operating area. It is 
not merely a question of the time con- 
sumed in passages to and from bases, for 
an even,more important consideration is 
the amount of fuel consumed in such pas- 
sages. A nearby base permits ships to 
reach station with bunkers filled, and to 
stay on station until bunkers are nearly 
empty. A distant base reverses this con- 
dition of fuel available for use on station, 
and hence may drastically reduce the time 
that may be spent in useful service. Thus 
a base may serve as the equivalent of 
ships. 

It is much cheaper for Great Britain to 
build a base at Singapore than to build 
the number of cruisers, destroyers, etc., 
which would correspond to the increased 
strength in such vessels afforded to her 
present fleet by the base. Hence the de- 
cision to build a base’ at Singapore ac- 
cords with one of the principal purposes 


of the Naval Treaty—to reduce the bur- 
den of competitive naval building. 

_ The treaty did not forbid all competi- 
tion; except in battleship strength. It is 
true that the broad spirit was against 
naval competition, but compliance with 
that spirit is necessarily dependent upon 
the action of other countries. Self-preser- 
vation must always come first. The ac- 
tion of Japan in starting the new com- 
petitive building is undoubtedly against 
the spirit of the treaty, especially since 
her new program was not at all essential 
to her self-preservation, nor even to the 
preservation of her legitimate material in- 
terests. 

The new Japanese program greatly dis- 
turbs the balance upon which the whole 
treaty settlement was predicated. It 
therefore renders it not only permissible 
in spirit but desirable in practice, that 
other powers meet her competition in the 
spirit of the treaty ratio. Britain has ex- 
ceedingly extensive interests in China, and 
in addition Australia, New Zealand, India, 
South Africa, and numerous other adja- 
cent territories depend upon the British 
fleet for protection. Under the circum- 
stances of an imminent great expansion 
of Japanese naval power, the building of 
a base at Singapore is a very conservative, 
economical and justifiable reply. 


Senators Who Predict Revo- 
lution. Will They Aid It? 


ENATOR-BLECT MAGNUS JOHN- 

SON of Minnesota, when he takes 

his seat in Congress, should be a 
firm supporter of national defense and 
should vote for adequate appropriations 
for the military and naval services, espe- 
cially as he forecasts a revolution in the 
United States unless certain conditions 
affecting the laboring man and farmer are 
changed. Mr. Johnson is quoted by the 
Associated Press in a recent interview in 
part as follows: 

“Many think the same thing that hap- 
pened in Russia cannot happen in this 
country, but don’t fool yourself. It could 
happen here before you knew what was 
going on. 

“The Czar had a big army, but he 
couldn’t stop a revolution. We haven’t 
hardly any army at all, so what could our 
government do if there was a nation-wide 
revolution? It couldn’t do a thing.” 

Now that Mr. Johnson admits that the 
United States could not put down a revo- 
lution because of its small army, and as 
he also admits the danger of a bloody revo- 
lution, and the growing power of commu- 
nists and reds in scheming to destroy the 
Government of the United States, he can 
demonstrate true American patriotism by 
supporting proper protective measures 
against fanatical bodies of murderers and 
robbers within our borders, who scoff at 
all law and order and who are striving to 
get control to prosecute their bloody be- 
lief and doctrine. 

He and others in Congress will have to 


choose between the aiders of revolution 


and the supremacy of the Government of 
the United States, and must also realize 
the fallacy of the theory of “No More 
War.” 4 

Senator Hiram Johnson of California, 
who for many years has pleaded against 
the abhorrence of war, and was one of the 
most vehement Californians preaching 
against the so-called “Yellow Peril,” in 
the course of a recent speech at New 
York, pointed to the possibility of war 
when he said: . 

“We may suffer the untold agonies of 
war, and rise supreme. War may leave a 
people torn and bloody, but, with a char- 
acter left, that nation is not lost.” 

In the next war, however, be it within 
or without our borders, the United States 
Government may not rise supreme unless 
we profit by lessons of the past and sup- 
port the National Defense act passed by 
Congress, but which is now being set aside 
by Congress so as to destroy the very ob- 
ject for which the act was passed, that of 
reasonable - preparedness. The Regular 
Army, the National Gnard, the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, the C.M.T.C. and the Navy 


have all been crippled. 
Senator Couzens of Michigan, just be- 


; 


fore he sailed for Europe on July 28, was 
quoted as saying: 

“Five per cent. beer will eithér be 
granted the people of the United States 
or a revolution similar to the Red upris- 
ing in Russia will result.” 

If the belief of the above-named Sena- 
tors in the possibility of revolution or war 
has been correctly stated, it will be inter. 
esting to see what they will do in the 
coming session of Congress to prevent it. 


A Fallacious Slogan 


HE press has widely quoted Adm, 

Rodgers in his exposure of the fal- 

lacy in the slogan, “Law, Not War.” 
The implication that law can have aay 
fundamental basis in the absence of the 
influence of force is manifestly erroneous, 
and was combated not only by Adm. Rod- 
gers, but by many other speakers at Wil- 
iamstown, where pacifistic tendencies are 
duly represented. 

Perhaps more than ever before, the 
world to-day needs the stabilizing and con- 
structive influence of law. Certainly, po- 
litical and social forces of a highly de- 
structive nature are at work. Our eivili- 
zation is in more than ordinary danger, 
Reason, law and order must prevail if hu- 
man material and spiritual progress is to 
continue. Without force as a prominent 
element in our present and future situation 
we would have anarchy and chaos—not 
law. 

It is probably true that the present 
world situation, in which the background 
of force plays a prominent role, will lead 
to many serious wars in this century. The 
present era is one of conflict, resulting 
from keen political, economic, social and 
racial rivalries. 

These are the causes which keep the 
world an armed camp—armed on a scale 
even exceeding that existing before the 


World War. But if war comes, it will be 
originated by these competitions more than 
by armaments. It will come regardless of 
whether armaments are large or small. 

Meantime we see force everywhere act- 
ing as a deterrent to immediate war and 
as the right bower of law and order. 

Much confusion of thought is introduced 
into the academic question of peace or 
war when we look upon peace as an end in 
itself. It should not be a question of peace 
or war, but one of right or wrong. Just 
as right is the primary object of law, so it 
should be with peace or with war. The 
person or nation that will not engage in 
war in order that right and justice may 
prevail is no more worthy than one who 
will not resort to law to the same end. 
We commend to our pacifist friends the 
slogan, “Right, Not Wrong.” 





Admiral Knapp 
| NEW persons in the Navy will fail to 


recognize the deep significance of the 
impressive funeral ceremonies at sea 
for the late Vice Adm. Harry S. Knapp. 

Four battleships were stopped in mid- 
ocean to venerate the eminent dead. His 
vice admiral’s flag was hoisted at the fore, 
all hands mustered aft to the funeral 
march, the burial service read, the crews 
addressed by the captains upon the nota- 
ble achievements of the deceased, hymns 
sung, the ashes scattered under the flag, 
the side piped, volleys fired, and taps 
played. , 

No officer of the Navy was ever more 
generally beloved by the Navy than Adm. 
Knapp. The charm of his personality and 
the quality of his character, combined with 
his professional attainments, gave him 8 
place in the respect and the regard of his 
shipmates and brother officers that has 
been rarely equaled. 

That such an officer should elect to & 
press finally his well known love of coum 
try, Navy and the sea by ‘having his ashe? 
scattered under the flag upon the waters 
is an inspiration to those that follow him. 
Love of country, Navy and sea are the 
roots of that high naval efficiency to which 
Adm. Knapp contributed so much during 
his lifetime. These sentiments must eD 
dure if the country and the Navy are to 
endure. By his choice of burial Adm. 
Knapp has done much to make them & 
dure.

The trend in business continues in about the 
same direction that it has been following for 
the last several weeks. The death of President 
Harding has been more or lesss a disturbing 
factor, simply because the new President repre- 
sents a more or less unknown factor, rather 
than through any direct connection between 
business and the office of the Chief Executive. 
The personal charm of Mr. Harding won him 
many friends among the business leaders of the 
country, and his attitude on the soldiers’ bonus, 
the British debt settlement and the fiscal policy 
of the Government elicited their admiration. He 
followed the policy of “More Business in Gov- 
ernment and Less Government in Business” to 
a creditable end. His successor is experienced 
in administrating and has ably demonstrated his 
strength in carrying out his convictions and 
the conservatism of his ideas. As tragic as has 
been the death of Mr. Harding, there is no rea- 
son for a loss of confidence in the business 
future. 

There is not yet a place for optimism in the 
view of European conditions, yet the United 
States is suffering less from the economic dis- 
location of the world than any other country, 
and assuredly the situation is not likely to 
grow much worse. Aside from the farming in- 
dustry, this country is more or less self-sufficient. 
Strong banking conditions, an immense domestic 
market, and a high purchasing power on the 
part of its people gives the future an encourag- 
ing perspective. 


Stay Out of Uncertain Market. 


The stock market continues dull and irregu- 
lar. Public buying and selling are manifestly 
absent, and even professional operators are ap- 
parently working on part time. Under the cir- 
cumstances, sharp deelines and rallies are quite 
certain to take place, and they mean little or 
nothing insofar as the trend of the market itself 
is concerned. 

The suggestion has been made here several 
times to the outside speculator to stay out of a 
market of this character. If business recovers 
in the fall, and indications point toward its 
doing so, there will be plenty of time to buy 
securities for a moderate rally. It would be far

better to pay a slightly higher price after 


the upward movement is under way, than to buy 
in an uncertain market and experience the dis- 
couragement of a series of rallies and declines, 
such as are now taking place. 


Sound Stocks Worth Buying. 


The investor looking for income can afford 
to purchase a few sound stocks at this time, 
because he will have his securities outright and 
not be worried by day-to-day fluctuations. In 
this group New York Central, Atchison, Illinois 
Central, Pacific Gas & Electric, Westinghouse 
Electric and General Motors debenture stocks, 
among others, are attractive. 

There has been a good deal of selling in 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern recently, 
based upon a combination of rumors, the more 
important of which are: A possible reduction 
in freight rates on farm products, a contraction 
in earning power because net revenues have 
not gained as rapidly as have those of some 
of the eastern and southwestern roads, a pos- 
sible decline in traffic through the farmers hold- 
ing their wheat for higher prices later on, etc. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission has no 
authority to reduce rates unless the carriers in 
a certain district are earning 5% per cent. on 
property valuation, which is not the case in 
the northwest. The Interstate Commerce Oom- 
mission does not even seem inclined in this 
direction, as only two weeks ago it authorized 
the Rock Island, Illinois Central, and Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha to increase 
rates one cent per 100 pounds on grain. The 
Great Northern, according to statement of Presi- 
dent Budd, has spent over $5,000,000 so far 
this year in excess of last year for maintenance 
in preparation for the heavy fall traffic. The 
ection of a board of directors cannot be pre- 
dieted, but there does not seem any sound rea- 
son for expecting a reduction in the dividend 
rates of these two roads.

Button or Badge to 
Designate National Service 


HE War Department desires to obtain 

a design of a button, badge or suitable 
device for wear with civilian clothing to 
be a symbol of attainment of three dis- 
tinct grades of progress in training under- 
gone in the military forces, namely, pri- 
vate, non-commissioned officer, officer. 
The specifications for grades will be pub- 
lished later. Buttons may be different for 
each grade or all of the same design and 
distinguished by being bronze, silver and 
gold, or otherwise. 

The buttons should be significant of one 
or more or all of the following: 

A volunteer; a man who has done his bit; 
4 supporter of the Government; national ser- 
vice; a person who would give his life for his 
country; an honorable citizen; an ideal citizen; 
superior physique and health; sacrifice; loyalty; 
4 man inspired by American ideals; national 
Tesponsibility; love of country; leadership; team 
work; skill in arms; ability to act in a crisis; 
effective service: inspiration of unselfishness; 
love of fellow men; civic responsibility; civic 
Virtue. 

The design may be a face, figure or a symbol, 
allegorical or direct. The design should be of 
4 civic rather than a militaristic significance. 

_ These buttons together with a button already 
given for attendance at Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camps will be the symbol of a national 
corps of men who have done their bit by under- 
going military training. The name for such a 
national corps, association or society is yet to 
be determined. These buttons, once established, 
may be qualified for through Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps, the National Guard, the Or- 
Banized Reserves, the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps or the Regular Army, or qualifications 
may be established through past attainment of 
the qualifications through former service in the 
above organizations or in the World War.

Regulations for Promotion 
of Non-Com. Officers 


DPD EGULATIONS covering the entire 

subject of the promotion of non-com- 
missioned officers of the Army are now in 
course of preparation by the War Depart- 
ment. ‘The various branches are making 
a thorough study of the entire question, 
and although the work hag been going on 
for some time, a mass of detail work still 
remains to be done before the regulations 
will be ready for distribution. It is 
hoped that the new regulations will be 
issued not later than Jan. 1, 1924. 

As the tentative form of the proposed 
regulations are being reviewed by the dif- 
ferent chiefs of branches with requests 
for their comments and recommendations, 
a considerable number of changes will 
probably be made, and due to the fact that 
revisions are constantly being inserted lit- 
tle information concerning them is ob- 
tainable. 

It is known, however, that regimental 
matters regarding the promotion of non- 
commissioned officers will probably rest 
with the regimental commander, which ob- 
tains at the present time. Promotion in 
the staff branches, it is stated, will in all 
probability be based on a competitive ex- 
amination and a promotion list be created. 

The regulations will prescribe the re- 
quirements with which each candidate for 
promotion must conform before taking 
the competitive examination. It is stated 
that in some of the examinations the can- 
didate must have served a certain length 
of time before becoming eligible to take 
the examination. According to the pres- 
ent draft of the proposed regulations, after 
the competitive examinations have been 
held, those non-coms. who ‘suecessfudly 
pass the test will be placed on an eligible 
list which will be effective for a period of 
twelve months. In case all on the eligi- 
ble list are advanced before the twelve 
month period has elapsed provisions will 
no doubt be made to take care of such an 
eventuality. 


Clash With Moros 
in Philippines 
AN engagement between a force of Phil- 
ippine Constabulary and hostile Moros 
in the Lanao district, on the Island of 
Mindanao, took place on Aug. 4 and 5 
The fight, according to a report received 
by Governor General Leonard Wood, Aug. 
8, from Col. A. Walse in command 
of the Constabulary in Lanao, resulted in 
the killing of forty-six fanatical Moros. in- 
eluding their leaders and the wounding of 
many others. 

Col Walse also stated that thirteen of 
the natives deserted and escaped, while 
twenty were still holding out behind stone 
barricades. Three constables were wound- 
ed, one seriously. 

Col. Walse stated that he had tried 
every peaceful means to placate the fa- 
natics, who were commanded by a Moro 
chieftain named Guarin. 





First Cavalry 
Division Maneuvers 


HE 1st Cavalry Division will be con- 

centrated for annual maneuvers about 
Sept. 25 for a period of fifteen days at a 
point near Marfa, Texas, in the vicinity 
of the Big Bend district. Several hun- 
dred square miles of land have been placed 
at the disposal of the Government for the 
maneuvers. The regiments composing the 
1st Cavalry Division will all march to the 
maneuver grounds from their stations as 
indicated below: 

First Cavalry Regiment, Marfa, Texas; 
5th Cavalry Regiment, Fort Clark, Texas; 
7th and Sth Cavalry Regiments, Fort 
Bliss, Texas. The Artillery, Engineer, 
Signal, Ordnance and other troops of the 
division will also march to the concentra- 
tion point from Fort Bliss. 


Finance School Matters 


EMOVAL of the Finance School, of 
which Capt. Frank E. Parker is com- 
mandant, and which has been located at 
Fort Hunt, Va., to Washington, D.C., will 
be completed by Aug. 11. e new class- 
rooms will be located in the temporary 
building at 19th street and B, ‘ 
Future students attending the school will 
be quartered and rationed with the de- 
tachment of the District of Washington. 
Due to the summer training season now 
going on, the next class will not be held 
until probably some time in October. At 
the approaching sessions of the next class, 
the Finance Department is desirous of ac- 
commodating twenty-five students, but the 
number of students who will be ordered to 
take the course will be limited by the 
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transportation funds which will be avail- 
able. Only three classes will .be held 
during 1924, as each class is of twelve 
weeks’ duration. 


Air Service Routes 
Being Mapped Out 


RMY, Navy and civilian aviators are 

evincing great interest in the investi- 
gation of airways for obtaining informa- 
tion for the Route Information Series, 
which are being published in the Aeronau- 
tical Bulletins by the Airways Section, 
Office of the Chief of Air Service. Cover- 
ing each section of the Airways System 
which average from 100 to 200 miles in 
length, a loose-leaf sheet is being printed, 
the first page of which contains informa- 
tion of the route in one direction and the 
second page covers the same data for the 
return direction. 

Fifteen Air Service stations have been 
instructed to carry on this investigation 
work. From time to time descriptions are 
being received by the office of the Chief of 
Air Service, and at the present writing 
twenty-seven sections of the proposed sys- 
tem have been covered and reported on. Ap- 
proximately 175 sections are to be covered 
in this way. Two hundred and twenty- 
four airplanes passed over the proposed 
Model Airways System extending between 
New York and Dayton, Ohio, during the 
month of May of this year. A tower 
with a revolving searchlight is being 
erected at London, Ohio, which will be 
used for night flying experiments between 
Columbus and Dayton. When completed, 
the information given in these Aeronauti- 
cal Bulletins will be as valuable to the 
aviator as the “Bluebook” is to the motor- 
ist in touring. 


Automotive Engineers and 
Ordnance Experts Confer 


REPRESENTATIVES of the Army 

Ordnance Department and members of 
the Ordnance Advisory Committee of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers met in 
conference June 20 at Spring Lake, N.J., 
for the purpose of formulating specifica- 
tions and discussing the availability of 
commercial products that might be util- 
dzed in emergency. 

The War Department has for some time 
been interested in the development of 
cross-country cargo carrying vehicles which 
would be suitable for all branches of the 
Service in the event of war. The type of 
vehicle desired by the Department is one 
which can be used in the “advanced zone,” 
that is, beyond the area in which trucks 
can operate. The Ordnance Department 
is co-operating with the -manufacturers of 
automotive matériel to develop this type 
of vehicle. Although the type the War 
Department has in mind is probably not 
available commercially at present, it is 
hoped that sufficient interest can be stim- 
ulated for the use of such vehicles in the 
business life of the nation to justify quan- 


tity production. Specifications have al- 
ready been formulated for the construc- 
tion of such a type by the Ordnance Com- 
mittee. Among the nationally known men 
composing the nee Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Society of Automotive Engi- 
neers are: Mr. B. B. Bachman, chief en- 
gineer, Autocar Co.; Mr. H. W. Alden.

Navy Department on Aug. 7 awarded a 
$9.000 contract for the erection of a kite- 
balloon hangar at the air station, Lake- 
hurst, N.J. The use of a kite balloon at 
that place for aerological purposes is es- 
tablished practice, and the new hangar 
will replace a canvas shelter recently lost 
in a high wind. In view of the fact that 
helium will be used for the inflation of 
the big Navy dirigibles, it is thought ad- 
visable to keep the main hangar free of all 
hydrogen units with their attendant dan- 
gers of fire or explosion; hence the neces- 
sity of a separate structure for the kite 
balloon. The proposed hangar will be 66 
by 100 feet in plan, by 40 feet high. It 
will be assembled from parts to be shipped 
from the former air station at Yorktown, 
Va_ which has been out of commission for 
the last two years.
